In  the  Uttar  Pradesh  Motor  Gadi  (Mal-Kar)  Adhiniyam,  1964—

“ (g)  ‘public  goods  vehicle’  means  any  motor  vehicle  constructed 
or  adopted,  wholly  or  partly  for  use  for  the  carriage  of  goods,  or 
any  motor  vehicle  not  so  constructed  or  adapted  when  used  for  the 
carriage  of  goods,  solely  or  in  addition  to  passengers,  for  hire  or 
reward  and  includes  a trailer,  but  does  not  include  a motor  cab 
or  a contract  carriage  or  stage  carriage  where  such  contract  or  stage 
carriage  is  authorised  to  carry  a limited  quantity  of  load. 

Explanation— ’limited  quantity  of  load’  mean  such  quantity  of 
load  not  exceeding  the  limits  determined  by  the  Transport  Com- 
missioner, as  the  Registering  Authority  may  specify  in  the  registra- 
tion certificate  in  respect  of  a vehicle.”  ;
